The  Pint  Cabs. 

Like  the  bases,  oabs  were  introduced 
from  Paris,  bat  some  ten  yean  earlier, 
or,  say.  about  1820  Although  Hi  type 
was  not  at  all  settled,  tlie  cabriolet  was 
a  little,  hoodahaped  vehicle,  quit*  above 
its  axle,  and  therefore  very  high  and 
diffloult  to  get  into.  It  was  only  iatend- 
ed  to  carry  one  passenger,  though  two 
slim  ones  who  did  not  mind  squeezing 
coaid  generally  manage  to  find  room. 
Tbe  driver  sat  on  a  little  shelf  orpexob 
on  tbe  right  hand  side,  quite  outside 
the  body  of  the  machina  This  was  an 
English  innovation.  In  Paris  driver  and 
fare  shared  the  same  seat,  and  this  was 
continued  here  for  private  cabriolets. 

Tbe  ingenious  Mr.  Joeeph  Hansom, 
who  was  an  architect  of  Hinckley, 
Leicestershire,  however,  bethought  him 
In  1884  that  if  bouited  larger  wheels  and 
suspended  the  body  of  the  cab  between 
them,  the  vehicle  would  hold  two  easi¬ 
ly,  or  three  at  a  pinch,  wonld  balance 
better,  be  easier  to  draw,  and  safer  if 
the  horse  fell  Farther  improved  by 
putting  the  driver  behind  and  the  axle 
under  the  seat,  the  invention  soon  made 
its  way,  and  the  fifties  the  hansom 
was  as  much  the  favorite  cab  of  London 
as  as  it  is  today.  The  original  patent  is 
dated  Dec  88,  1884  —  Gentleman’s 
Magazine.  '  i

The  excuse*  assigned  can  be  6amnutr. 
ised  in  three  propositions  :  First,  that 
the  party  in  power  has  not  redeemed  its. 


pre-election  promise*.  Second,  th# 
other  fellows  would  eay  :  -Thera  is  no 
use  voting  this  year  ;  we  cannot  over¬ 
come  the  majority  of  tlie  dominant 
party.”  The  third  excuse,  and,  indeed, 
the  moat  hopeless  one,  was  that  voting 
oould  not  save  us  from  the  inevitable 
revolution.  Now,  wbat  is  to  be  the 
remedy  for  all  this  ?  is  the  *erious  ques¬ 
tion  which  confronts  us,  It  is  dreadful 
to  imagine  for  the  moment  that  repre, 
sentatiVe  government  is  *  failure,  *ndi 
that  we  are  goiug  backward  uncon¬ 
sciously  to  on  empire . 

One  of  the  potent  causes  which  con¬ 
tribute#  to  discourage  honest  effort  to 
reform  existing  abuses  ounxists  in  the 
increased  use  of  money  and  rum,  which 
actually  influence*  20  per  cent,  of  the 
voters,  especially  tlie  dispraved  floaters 
in  the  eitie*.  No  party,  however  good 
its  intentions  may  be,  can  reasonably 
expect  to  succeed  .without  money,  aud 
plenty  of  it.  To  obtain  tlie  money  tha 
party  must  mortgage  itself  to  corpora' 
tiona,  aspiring  Senator*.  Congressmen 
and  Governor* ;  they  in  turn  pledge 
themselves  to  the  passage  of  close 
measure*  against  tlie  intere*ts  of  tin) 
masses,  for  which  tliey  receive  th* 
means  to  corrupt  the  vQtei*.  The  uioet 
obtuse  partisans  contemplate  this  (Mint 
dition  with  horror,  and  would  hail  with 
joy  any  reform  which  would  do  away 
with  this  growing  abuse  which  threat - 
ens  th*  life  of  the  KeixJblic .  No  honor: 
able  gentleman  can  stoop  ta  these 
questionable  means  tf  obtain  office^ 
Nogoqd,  patriotic  citizpn  can  expect  t* 
succeed  without  resort  ito  them. 

What  is  tlie  incumbent  duty  of  cilf 
zensbip,  any  way  ?  It  i»  a  duty  wliicfi 
impose*  the  least  of  all  bfirden*  upon  a 
man,  which  requires  tlie  smallest  sacri¬ 
fice  on  hi*  part—  name  iy,  that  be  shall 
go  to  the  polls  and  cast, a  ballot  ou  every 
election  day.  Good  government  is 
worth  more  to  the  citimu  than  all  el*e 
iu  this  world.  Can  any  man  measur* 
ths  magnitude  of  tlie  crime  of  a  citizen 
saying:  “I  have  no  interest  in  voting  > 
l  simply  desire  to  enjoy  the  privileges  *f 
good  govttrnmsnt  without  contributing 
the  least  possible  thing  ou  uiy  part 
toward  it  7"  "  It  Is  a  pdr verted  abuse  of 
liberty  for  the  citisei^  to  assume  that 
he  lias  a  right  te  vote  or  stay  away 
from  the  polls  as  lie  please*.  We  are 
compelled  to  serve  aa  jurors,  and  to 
bear  arms  against  Insfrrectioti  aad  in¬ 
vasion  ;  and  yet  the*#  duties  ore  not 
equal  in  magnitude  to  that  of  castipg 
aa  intelligent  ballot  without  restraint, 
which  alone  can  sadurp  our  liberties  and 
tlie  perpetuity  of  the  Bepublic.  It  dqMi 
not  follow  that  compulsive  measure* 
should  be  resorted  to  to  compel  citixons 
to  comply  with  this  duty,  which  thjey 
owe  to  the  Btat*  ;  but  I  would  make  the

Let  *a]di 
party  in  the  Held  publish  a  brief  syndp 
sis  of  the  principles  of  tlie  party,  and 
lev  the  town  or  ward  clerk  mail  to  every 
voter  a  circular  of  em<ih  party,  together 
with  a  fac-ehnil*  of  every  ticket  in  tlie 
field,  say  one  week  before  election.
